Guatemala and Salvodar Accept Good 


Offices of the United States. 
Washington, July 16.— Doth Guate­ 
mala and Salvador have accepted the 
t e n d e r of the good offices of tills gov­ 
ernment hxiking 
to a settlement of 
their differences. 
This information is 
conveyed 
in official 
dispatches 
re­ 
ceived at the state department from 
the American 
diplomatic representa­ 
tives In Guatemala and Salvador, an­ 
nouncing 
that 
the two 
belligerent 
countries have availed themselves of 
the tender of the good offices of the 
United 
States looking 
to their 
ap­ 
proaching each other In a conference 
having In view an adjustment of their 
differences, the cessation of hostilities, 
and the bringing about of peace. 
The advices to the state department, 
It Is stated, make no reference to the 
status of Honduras, 
although Presi­ 
dent Bonilla of Honduras Sunday an­ 
nounced that Honduras had made no 
declaration of war and 
“that Guate­ 
mala Invaded territory without prev­ 
ious declaration.” 
It is stated that while both Guate­ 
mala and Salvador have accepted in 
principle tho proposition of a peace 
conference, they yet have 
made no 
move to arbitrate. 
A fortnight ago an 
effort, was made to induce the belliger­ 
ents to arbitrate. 
The question then 
was whether either country had in­ 
jured the other by aiding insurgents, 
but the recont battle resulting in the 
death 
of General Regalado, 
former 
president of Salvador and the leader 
of the Salvadorean troops, changed the 
situation. 
It is pointed out that as no 
territorial or boundary question Is in 
dispute, the matter of indemnity for 
invasion of territory will ho tho main 
question. 


Forwarded to the President. 


Ro far no advices have reached this 
government regarding the battle Sat­ 
urday night, in which the Salvadorean 
army defeated the Guatemala forces 
at Metapan. 
The advices reaching the 
department were 
forwarded to tho 
pt'oyrdctit at—Oyster 
Bay by Acting 
Secretary of State Bacon, 
who is in 
charge during the absence of Secre­ 
tary Root. 
Mr. Bacon also made ar­ 
rangements to leave Washington for 
Oyster Bay on the midnight train. 
It 
is understood he is carrying dispatches 
and other papers bearing on the situa­ 
tion to lay before the president. 
All 
that Mr. Bacon would say on the sit­ 
uation was that everything was prog­ 
ressing favorably. 
The navy depart­ 
ment 
has no advices from 
Central 
America. 
It was 
stated that the 
next step 
looking to peace 
negotiations is the 
fixing 
of the time 
and place 
for a 
meeting of conferees, and I lint while. 
these matters are being determined 
the American diplomatic representa­ 
tives in Guatemala and Salvador will 
be the mediums through 
which com­ 
munications will be exchanged. This 
procedure may consume some time. 
Washington officials are now hope­ 
ful of a peaceful adjustment of the dif­ 
ferences which have brought the Cen­ 
tral American governments to i clash 
at arms. 
According to the state department 
there 
have been 
no dispatches 
re­ 
ceived from Mexico in connection with 
her assured co-operation in the efforts 
looking to 
icace between Guatemala 
and her neighbors.

by tho Honduras government, the ter­ 
ritory of that country was invaded by 
Guatemalan troops, when 
a conflict

Honduras has more than 50.000 mi­

Extreme terror has 
seized on the

They can speak but little En g­

of the 
formalities of trial by jury.
